Alberta Made Butter 


Wins First Prize at London Dairy 


Show Last Week 


The greatest triumph yet scored by 


Alberta creamery butter in competi 
tiori, was recorded the past week, 
when it was announced from. London, 
England, that an exhibit of Aiberta 


‘creamery butter, salted, made in the 


plant of the P. Burns Co.,, at Edmon- 
ton, had won first prize and a gold 
medal in the colonial section of the 
London dairy show, one of the largest 
shows of ith kind in the world. This 


means that this exhibit from Alber- 


ta stood ahead of al] other exhibits 
from other parts of the British Bor 
pire, not including Britain itself. 

Two other exhibits from Alberta, 
made from the plant of the Wooid- 
jland Dairy at Edmonton, and the In- 
nifail Creamery, were given high 
commendation in the show. The first 
|prize in the unsalted butter section 
went. to the co-operative creameries 
of Regina, Sask. 

In the colonial seution of the show 
Canada won four out of. the six pri- 
zes offered for empire wide competi- 
tion, and Western Canada took three 
out of the six, Thig means that Wes- 
tern Canada creamery butter is recog- 
nized in the most discriminating mar- 
in the world, as the highest 
quality of butter produced in any of 
the British dominions. 

The exhibits from Alberta in the 
salted section were mate. under the 
auspices of the daify branch of the 
Provinciai Department of Agriculture 
which gave substantial assistance to 
the exhibitors in enabling them to 
make the exhibit overseas. Tt is the 
| first time that Alberta has exhibited 


ed as a unique triumph for the Alber- 
ta dairy industry that the gold medal 
came to this province, even beating 
out in competition the famous New 
Zealand butter, which is made under 
almost perfect conditions. «~ 

Naturally, there is considerable 
elation among dairymen over the faet 
that Alberta butter has beaten the 
product from New Zealand, The 
grading systems in effect in the pro- 
vince have had considerable to do 
with the rapid improvement of quality 
of tre butter manufactured in the 
plants in the provirice, and with this 
latest triumph Alberta butter is like- 
ly to be more in demand than ever in 
the British market, where: last year 
a considerable quantity was soltl.

Science May Rival Nature
